A CHINESE WIDOW CHARGED, 
Alleged Child-Stealing. | 


At the Criminal Sessions, before his 
Lordship tho Chief Justice (Sir Francis 
Piggott) to-day, Chan Sx, a Ohineso widow, 
was charged with stealing and detaining s 
child on February 8th, ; 

“Tho following constituted the jury :— 
c, F. G. Grimbie (foreman), Mahomed 
Rahfeek, C. H. W. Kew, J, A. Edgor, A. 
Shaw, A. J. P. Pumfrett, and H.L. W_ 
Korten, : : E 

The Attorney General (tho Hon. Mr W. 
Rees Davies), instructed by Mr ¥F. L. B. 
Bowley, prosecuted. Ha stated that the 
child which was’ alleged to have been 
stolen was 16 months old, and the 
prisonor was chayged with taking it awsy 
from the custody of its mother and 
of its guardian, who was also a widow. 
The facta woro that a woman named Chun 
Look received the child from its mother at 
Canton to take care of, and she brought 
the child to Hongkong on Jariuary 9th last. 
In February the guardian of the child was 
taken ill and wanted some-one else to look 
after the baby. She was introduced to the 
prisouer, who agreed to tuke the child for 
the sum of $6 a month and maintenance. 
Chun Look left the child with the prisoner 
on February 3rd, and it appeared that on 
February 4th, Sth, and 6th Chun Look 
went to the house to see how tho child was 
Progressing, but on these and subsequent 
occasions Fhe could never soo it. In 
the end she made o report. to the 
polico, and prisoner was arrested. A 
curious olement in the case’ was. that the 
prisoner heraclf appeared to have made a 
complaint to the police on' February 7h 
to tho offoct thata man named Ah Yau had 
taken ths child away with her permission 
to soll but that he had absconded with thy 
child, Before the magistrate the prisoner 
made two long statoments, inswhich sho 
made all sorts of accusations against the 
woman Chun Look, alleging she had given 
her the child to sell, Aftor the case was 
committed for trial the mother of the child 
eame to Hongkong, and she would say 
that prisoner and herself were old friends, 
and that she ontrusted tho child to Chun 
Look to takecareof there boing nosuggestion 
that the child was to be parted with. Tho 
fereratinn regarded tha case of importance 

cause the child hnd disappeared aud 
could not. gat bo discovered anywhore, 
Presumably the man had taken .the child 
away in the hops of making some profit 
out of it, . 

Evidonco was called, and his Lordship, 
summing up, said there was no evidence 
of prisoner having stolen the child, but 
there was no doubt that the prisoner 
accepted the custody of the child, and then 
connived: with Ah Yau to curry away the 
child. That in law. constituted detention. 
The prisoner had stated that the woman 
who camo forward as the mothor was only 
nominated for the time to implicate her, 
and if that were’ so there was no detention, 
as there was no lawful possession from 
which the child had been taken. 

Tho jury returned u verdict of not guilty, 
and prisoner was discharged.

AN EXTRADITION CASE.

In the begining of 1908 he commenced 
business in Manila with about 3,000 pesos. 
His business was of « general character and 
he carried it on inthe Continental Hotel 
Buildings. Defendant had to close aa the 
business was nobprosporous, He sold a Jot 
of his furniture by public auction leaving 
part of it, together with twe four wheoled 
carriages, at his residence. Then he did 
what commission business he could. He 
first bacamo acquainted with complainant, 
Angalls Carrillo in August when sho was 
living next door to defendant. Com- 
plainant had a shop in which she sold 
cakes and biscuits. Complainant asked 
defendant if he bad: any carriages for 
sale and when he replied that he had 
two, she said she wanted one os 
the Amorican Fleot was about due. 
A bargain was atruck for 120 pesos but 
as she had not cash she offered him some 
French paper money or bonds to keep for 
the amount due on the carriago, Defen- 
dant refused: to accopt it whereupon com~ 
plainant brought three diamond ringe which 
she asked him to receive as a deposit. 
Complainant had promised to pay in Octo 
bor and he agreed ta her proposal and gave 
hor a receipt for the rings. In September 
complainant told him that sho -yanted a 
good piano which she wished to givo to. hor 
doughtor.
